I,  Auguste  Jules  Hennart,  of  Tournay,  Kingdom  of  Belgium,  Manu- 
5  facturer,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  “  Improve¬ 
ments  in  Smoke-consuming  Grates,”  to  be  as  follows  : — 

This  Invention  consists  in  the  combined  form  or  shape  and  arrangement  of 
the  grate  bars  of  furnaces.  My  improved  bars  are  composed  of  three  pieces 
cast  together,  so  as  to  form  a  single  one,  leaving  many  open  spaces  between 
10  each  component  bar  to  give  free  passage  to  the  atmospheric  air.  This  com¬ 
bination  will  economise  fuel,  and  the  bars  being  equally  light  and  solid,  the 
fire  may  be  kept  up  with  great  facility. 
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
